HUNT FOR A DiAMOND THIEF. 


The Man towtol After a Search Lasting 


a Year. 


After a year's almost continuous search 
;ho principal of 
;he daring dia- 
mond robbery of 
May 1, 1890, in 
Cincinnati, has 
been discovered, 
and he ia in the 
Michigan p e n 1- 
tentiary on a seven 
years'sentence. It 
turns out that he 
Is among the most 
famous thieves of 
the day, and under 
various names is 
more or less in de- 
mand in many 
places. His real name is Clarence Prentice 
Tiller, and his life is a romance in crime. 


But a few years ago (for he is still young) 


he was a nominally honest lad in Louis- 
ville, Ky., where his father and brothers 
Btill reside. 
He obtained a confidential 


position in the St. Louis office of the South- 
ern Pacific express and astonished the 
world by getting away with $94,000 in cash 
and about $30,000 worth of jewelry. The 
execution of the robbery was adroit, and 
his subsequent movements were bungling. 
He and his "pal" lay concealed in St. Louis 
a few days, then divided the swag and 
separated. Tiller 
going to Milwaukee. 


There he carried a valiso so old and rotten 
that when he sat it down in a hotel it 
bursted and the money fell out, thus caus- 
ing his speedy arrest. For this robbery he 
and George McFaMen got five years each 
in the Missouri penitentiary. 


On the 1st of May, 1890, Tiller and Wil- 


liam Burns tried the grab game on a tray 
of diamonds at Michie's jewelry store in 
Cincinnati in the busiest hour of the day, 
and with a crowd in pursuit Tiller escaped 
with the diamonds, but Burns was taken 
and consigned to the Ohio state prison for 
seven years. Then Detective Ralph Craw- 
ford began the long search for Til ler. Sev- 
eral times he thought lie had him located, 
but when Mr. Henry Micliie, from whom 
the tray of diamonds was snatched, took a 
view at the suspected, he declared it was 
not tlie man. lu July, 1S90, a man who 
gave his name as C. H. Price was sent up 
from Detroit for raising a check. Ha wad 
just handling the $1,400 received for it 
when arrested. 


The St. Louis detectives soon discovered 


that the frieuds of the Cincinnati diamond 
thief, Burns, were also friends of the new 
convict in Jackson, Mich., and t\vo of them 
had lately visited there to see wh.atthey 
could do for him. On this hint Mr. Michio 
and Detective Crawford went to Jackson, 
and at the first glance the former identi 
fied "Price" as the long sought Tiller. He 
refused to give any information about tha 
diamonds, and when assured that after his 
seven years at Jackson were out lie would 
get seven more in Ohio, he coolly replied, 
"A pood many things may happen iuseven 
yej.rs—maybe I won't bo here, and maybe 
some of us will be underground."

There really was very little evidence 


against her in that case, and the lady 
whose pocket was picked refused to makd 
my complaint, so the detective was much 
jlamed at the start. But when they 
reached the police court he produced an- 
other lady, Mrs. Agnes Stevens, who testi- 
fied that she lost a pocketbook on April 17, 
and believed Mrs. Rayuor to be the thief. 
At her request the accused was ordered to 
take off her gloves, and then Mrs. Stevens 
exclaimed: "That's her! I recognize her 
hands. Yes, I'm sure that is tlie woman 
who took my pocketbook." 


Of course tbere was a sensation and much 


difference of opinion, as Mrs. Raynor's 
brothers, husband and son-in-law all stand 
well in the business and social world; but 
when the detective was pressed he brought 
out the facttliat Mrs. Raynor was arrested 
n October, 18SO. She was sentenced to one 
day's imprisonment, which she served. 
Mrs. Raynor w.is a member of and an 
ardent worker in St. James' Methodist 
Episcopal 
church. One Hundred and 


Twenty-sixth street and Madison avenue, 
of which Dr. James M. King was pastor. 
The clergymen and scores of his parishion- 
ers appealed to the justice for Mrs. Ray- 
nor's discharge. 


She was the treasurer of the ladies'

to Reel Him In. 


A very queer, trial of skill and strength 


was made at the rooms of the New York 
Athletic club the other night to seo if a 
man could beat the operation of a tarpon 
fishing tackle. William H. Chesebrough, 
an expert angler, operated the tackle and

F. J. Wells, an expert swimmer, look the 
part of the big fish. Mr. Wells wore a 
leather harness about his head, and the 
line was fastened to an eyelet at the top of 
his head. He was to take his position at 
any part of tho largo swimming tank, 
which is 73 feet long by 20 fret wide, and 
when Mine was called theaii^Ier was to en 
deavor to reel him within reach of a 6 fooi 
gail, held by an assistant. If tho gafl 
touched any part of the swimmer's bodj 
within thirty minutes he lost tho contest. 
The swimmer was not allowed to touch the 
line with his hands or to foul it witu his 
arms or legs;_neitlier was he, permitted t<. 
touch the sides or bottom of the tank. 


About 300 members of the club witnessed 


the trial, and the result was a complete 
victory for the man fish. Again and again 
did the angler "reel him in" as far as the 
middle of the tank, and as often did he de 
feat the swimmer's attempt to break the 
line by suddenly darting away when H 
was slack. At length the line snapped itj 
two.

A good sized tarpon, Mr. Wells says, wil 


weidh upward of 100 pounds, and can gen 
erally be landed by an expert fisherman in 
from fifteen minutes to an hour, but the 
fish will waste his strength in wild en 
deavors to escape, and is crazed with pain 
and fright, while a cool headed man wil" 
utilize every ounce of force, and will meei 
the skill of the fisherman with an equal 
amount of sagacity and nerve.

THE CORSICA OF TODAY. 


Origin of Han; Ideas of the Historic 


Birthplace of tbe Emperor of France. 
Tbe Romantic Spot Described by • 
Newspaper Correspondent. 
Our ideas of Corsica are, 1 am afraid. 
liuaed by the dramatist and the novelist. 
We think of it as it ia represented to us in 
the adventures of the brothers DeFranchi, 
or through the modium of Merimee's pict- 
uresque Colombo: therefore wa associate 
the wild Mediterranean Island with ven- 
dettas, savage passions and more savage 
oves. Less terrifying, but not less pictur- 
esque, are the descriptions given by Al- 
>konse Daudet in the "Lettres de man 
Uoulm," written after spending several 
weeks in the lighthouse of Mezzo Mare 
with no other companion than the aged 
custodian of the isolated building, and the 
seductive pictures of landscape and ver- 
dure of Guy de Maupassant in "Une Vie." 


But it is well known that both dramatist 


and novelist are gifted with a glorified vis- 
on which the ordinary tourist does not 
xissess, and the lack of which possibly ae- 
;ounts for the divergence of impressions; 
;he former are more vivid and poetical, the 
alter perhaps the more to be depended 
upon. 


It is not without regret that the travelre 


of today has to relinquish certain precon- 
ceived ideas, and to renounce his faith In 
;he legendary Corsican vendetta.

Dins toes when he finds the native smiling 
somewhat ironically at any allusions to 
;heir hereditary and sanguinary family 
'ends, and, if the truth must be told in all 
ts mi romantic baldness, he finds that the 
:ontlicts which most engross the inhabi- 
tants are the establishment of a "battle of 
lowers," after the Nice and Monte Carlo 
tyle, while their jealous emulation is cen- 
tered on a pacific exhibition, where, besides 
;he rural and agricultural products of tbe 
sland, are to be seen specimens of rough 
or manufactured marble, granite and 
porphyry, old pieces of furniture, carved 
ivoods, curious gourds and richly chased 
weapons.

huge limes, preserved m sugar, and a va- 
riety of excellent wines constitute a bill of 
fore to satisfy the most fastidious gourmet 


The brand of Santa Lucia of Tallane was 


such a favorite with Mine. Lcetltia, mother 
of Napoleon I, that she would drink no 
other wine, and had some sent to her in 
Paris. 


THE BONAPARTE FAMILY.

His father stands erect at the 
Hotel de Ville in a red gold laced coat. 
There also are his brothers—Joseph in a 
royal mantle, Louis in a gray, uniform, 
Jerome on a ship, Lucien abstractedly 
dreaming under a tree. 


By a tragical antithesis the bust of the 


King of Rome faces the mask of Napoleon 
dead, and the contrast between these silent 
witnesses of a distant past is painfully ac- 
cented by the busy, cheerful hum of the 
bright adjoining thoroughfare. 


IK THE CITIES OF THE ISLAND. 


As long as the traveler lingers In the 


cities—Ajaccio, the capital; Bastia, the 
chief seaport; Vizzavone and Corte—lie 
finds a vague resemblance with all Italian 
towns, and a flavor of a comparatively 
modern and general civilization, with near- 
ly tbe same customs and forms of com- 
merce and life; but it U when he penetrates 
Into the heart of the country that he be- 
comes haunted by the memories of old tra- 
ditions—the legends of the Evil Eye, of the 
devil and supernatural phantoms which 
seem to have left their impression on the 
rugged, distorted trees, the misshapen 
rocks, the tortuous, rushing streams, and 
the somber mountain defiles. 


The western coast, jagged, serrated and 


wild, is the most picturesque, and at the 
same time far the healthiest. Every vil- 
lage and hamlet has a history or a link 
with a dead past; Bardelica, with its statue 
of Sampiero; Calvi, the ancient Genoese 
city; Cargese, once a Greek colony and re- 
taining the bastard dialect and religion* 
ritra of Greece; Aleria, destroyed by Scipio, 
rebuilt by Scylla and recalling its Phocean 
origin.

Dr. J. Buchheister has made o curious 


calculation on the amount of energy ex- 
pended by a person weighing 168 pounds in 
climbing a mountain peak 7,000 feet high, 
the time allowed for the ascent being five 
hours.

Of this work, 
1,176,000 foot pounds is expended by tho 
muscles of the legs in raising or lifting the 
body; 12,000 by the heart in circulating tho 
blood; 80,000 by the chest m breathing and 
54,000 in the various oxerMons of balancing 
the body, overcoming friction of tbe 
ground, etc.—St. Louis Republic.
